Our first planting is made about April 15. Please place your order be- 
fore this date, as some stocks will be depleted thereafter. 


The first three figures following the variety name tells you the floret 
size of this variety. The next two figures tell you the approximate number 
of days required from planting time, until the bloom appears. As for instance 
the variety “GOLD”. 412 - 80. It is in the 400 Class, which means it has 
florets which measure somewhere within a 442 to 5 3/8 inch range. It re- 
quires something like 80 days to bring it into bloom, from planting time.

200 - Florets 2% to 3% inches 
300 - Florets 344 to 43% inches 


400 - Florets 4% to 538 inches 
S00 - Florets 5 1/5 inches and larger
